At last he and his nephew went to South 
Carolina. Hans and Jorg evidently told the town council, who thought 
they 
were kind of weird anyway, that the two were going to emigrate to the 
"sea-isle" of Carolina. The council councelled them that it sounded 
like a 
stupid idea because of the danger to their families. The town, 
nevertheless, benevolently, gave them a substantial gift of money, 
stipulating only that if they ever came back, the town expected to be 
repaid. They did not return. 

That's about it. It seems he is in another branch of the family. 
There 
are hundreds of Giezendanners and up till now I only heard of them 
because 
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of this particular story. But all Giesendanners are related and come 
originally from Toggenburg - Switzerland.

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Thanks to the enormous amount of notes by Jacob Wickli (1907- 
1995), Ennetbuhl and Kilchberg ZH, in his genealogical works as 
well as the hard work of Erst Alther from St Gallen, Heinrich 
Braun and Emil Looser from Wattwil, now a good view exists on the 
tracks of the different branches of the Giezendanners. 

There are inhabitants in Ebnat-Kappel, Lichtensteig, 
Oberhelfenschwil and Wattwil, but the roots of the Catholic 
branch of Butschwil and Ganterschwill are yet to be cleared. This 
will most probably bring us back to the time of the contra 
reformation. 

Thanks to the big effort of Rev. David Getzendanner two books 
were published, one in 1979 and the other in 1993, in which he 
told us about the history, the family name and descendants of the 
emigrated Giezendanners. He has also made sure this tour for 
descendants is organized.
